Protestant board 
looking to future 


The St, Albert Protestant 
Separate School District has 
one statement of need before 
the department of education 
and another one almost ready 
to go in, 

The one before the depart- 
ment concerns an addition to 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
School which would inelude 
nine classrooms, adminis- 
trative offices, and several 
ancillary classrooms, 

The one that will be sub- 
mitted to the department 
within the next few weeks 
concerns Paul Kane High 
School for which the district 
board {s planning. 

Nine new classrooms, five 
sciencedemonstration 
rooms, two ancillary classe 
rooms of 750 square feet 
each plus 3,775 square feet 
of ancillary space, alibrary, 
language lab, home econo# 
mics and industrials classe 
rooms, five business educae 
tion classrooms, a gyme 
nasium, administrative area 
and staff rooms, 

The statements of need 
are part of the board’s longs 
range plans to keep ahead of 
the student boom, something 
which means aconstant 
battle with the department of 
education. 


The statement of need for 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie 


School was submitted once * 


but was returned by the de- 
partment, trimmed down 
considerably, The board 
immediately resubmitted, 
with stronger and more elae 


borate arguments accomp= § 


anying it, 


Its needs are so great at 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
that it had considered att- 
empting to rent a section of 
the Inidan residential school 
east of the town, 

“We've pretty well rejec- 


ted this idea now in favor of 
portable units,’’ Mr, Schro- 
der sald, “It would probably 
take too long to set up adeal 
with the department of Indian 
affairs and busing could bea 
problem in the winter, We'll 
probably rent the four port- 
able units required,’’ 

The portable units will be 
required as the addition to 
the school will probably not 
be ready until the fall of 
1970, 

School boards are usually

“The third “‘E’’ ts educa= 
tion, Mr, Jones ... you know 
that front end loader should 
have been down, Well sir, 
that’s all I wanted to say.’’

Mr, Jones still sat smok-= 
ing in his chair, his face 
betraying none of his emo-= 
tions, Then he too, got up

From that day forward 
Mr, Jones was the most

a little young?” 

“Not at all Caren,’’ Mr. 
White said, ‘‘you just take 
things alittletooseriously.’’ 
That ended the meal on a 
rather unpleasant note, leave 
ing Caren and Jane looking 
at each other rather sadly. 
They had tried, No onecould 
say they hadn’t, 

Bobby on the other hand 
didn’t think anything of the 
conversation at the supper 
table. He knew that one of 
these days he would bedriv~ 
ing that tractor, 

Three weeks later Bobby 
was revealing his longing 
wish to his father, At first 
Mr, White was quite dis- 
turbed but after thinking it 
over he finally consented 
to Bobby’s wish, For the 
rest of the afternoon Mr, 
White showed Bobby how the 
tractor operated.
